LIVING COST INDEX 
REACHES NEW HIGH 
FOR THIRD MONTH 


Three Per Cent Increase Over 
Year Ago Shown in 
Latest Report. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP) 
—The Government reported today 
that living costs reached another 
new high in mid-August, the third 
straight month they have set a 
new record. 

The index prepared by the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics rose to 
191.1 per cent of the 1935-39 
average. This is 12.3 per cent 
above the pre-Korean period and 
3 per cent above a year ago. 
Slight increases between mid- 
July and mid-August in the cost 
of food and most other major con- 
sumer items were responsible for 
the new increase. 

The “old series” index, a living 
cost compilation on which many 
labor contracts are geared—de- 
clined one-tenth of a point during 
the month to 192.3 of the 1935-39 
average. 

This’ minor decline, however, 
was not sufficient to wipe out 
living cost gains in June and July. 
On the basis of the new mid-Au- 
gust “old series” figures, about 
1,500,000 railway and textile work- 
ers will get wage increases,

SACRAMENTO, Calif., Sept. 
19 (AP)—Senator Richard Nixon, 
Republican nominee for Vice 
President, has admitted that he 
accepted. $16, rom wealthy 
supporters to pay part of his ex- 


penses in the two years he has 
been a Senator. 

He denied any wrongdoing and 
asserted critics of the payments 
were “left wing elements.” ~*~ 

“This is another typical smear 
by the same left wing eléments 
which have fought me ever since 
I took part in the investigation 
which led to the conviction of 
Alger Hiss,” he said in a state- 
ment issued early today. 

“They have tried to manufac- 
ture and create an air of suspicion 
over a matter which is completely 
open and. above board in every 
respect. 

“If they think by such tactics 
they can slow up my attack 
against Communism and corrup- 
tion they will find out differently. 
I intend to continue to expose the 
elements which have been selling 
this country down the river, until 
the crooks and the Communists 
and those who defend them are 
driven out of Washington.” 

Blames Crooks and Reds. 

Continuing his  whistle-stop 
campaigning in California today, 
Nixon angrily defended his use of 
the expense fund. 

Speaking at Marysville, he ac- 
cused “crooks and Communists” 
of trying to halt his attack 
against subversives by a smear 
campaign. 

He said he had been warned 
after his nomination that the left- 
wingers would continue to smear 
him unless he let up in his fight 
to drive Communists out of the 
Government. He did not say who 
gave the warning. 

His first public mention of the 
expense fund came after he 
urged a crowd of 400 to “kick 
the crooks out” of Washington. 

Someone in the audience de- 
manded “tell us about. the 
$16,000.” 

Nixon, near the close of his 
scheduled time, ordered the spe- 
cial train held while he replied 
to the question. 

He contended he had saved the 
taxpayers money by using the 
funds donated by political sup- 
porters instead of charging ex- 
penses to his Senate office. 

“What else would you do?” he 
asked. “Do you want me to go 
on and do what some people are 
doing—take fat legal fees on the 
side? 

“Perhaps you ought to know 
this: During the time I’ve been 
in Washington—I’m proud of this 
—lI’ve never taken a legal fee al- 
though as a lawyer I could 
legally, but not ethically have 
done so.

Biting Attack on G.O.P. 

The Democratic presidential 
candidate’s speech was divided 
into two parts. -In the first he 
delivered a biting satiric attack 
on the Republicans, and in the 
second he reviewed New England 
problems. He was to leave for 
New York later this afternoon 
after 29 hours of politicking in 
Connecticut and Massachusetts. 
The candidate took his oppo- 
nents apart for criticizing his use 
of humor in his speeches, and in 
so doing appealed to Irish Cath- 
olic Democrats in Massachusetts.

“It obviously could not be be- 
cause Cromwell sent his round- 
heads on a bloody crusade against 
the people of Ireland with a re- 
ligious persecution, starvation and 
the sword as his weapons. It 
could not be because Cromwell 
led his army into the House of 
Commons: to seize control by 
force of the Parliament of 
England. 
“Now I know why the General 
admires Cromwell. Whatever else 
you may say about Cromwell, you 
can never accuse him of having 
cracked a joke.” 
Stevenson said, however, that 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
who was defeated for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination by 
Gen. Eisenhower, seemed vastly 
entertained after he conferred 
with the General in New York 
last week.

wife was dismissed. Both are 
still living. 

Mr. and Mrs. Shapiro, Caudle 
related, were indicted in 1951 on 
charges of evading $562,175 in 
taxes for the years 1941 to 1944, 
and for 1947. Although Shapiro 
had attorneys in Milwaukee and 
‘| Washington, he employed former 
Senator Lucas, who had been 
Democratic floor leader until his 
defeat by Senator Everett Dirksen 
(Rep.), in 1950. 

Called on McGrath. 
Lucas twice called on J. How- 
ard McGrath, then Attorney Gen- 
eral, Caudle related, and told 
McGrath that Mrs. Shapiro was 
seriously ill, A trial might re- 
sult in her death, Lucas told 
McGrath. After each visit, Me- 
Grath sent Lucas to see Caudle. 

In response to questions from 
members of the House subcom- 
mittee investigating the Justice 
Department, Caudle said there 
were “ugly rumors” in Milwau- 
kee that the Shapiro case was go- 
ing to be “fixed.” Caudle said he 
passed along to the Attorney Gen- 
eral the rumors of the fix. 

Caudle related he and Lucas 
had a “very frank discussion” of 
the case and, “Mr. Lucas was 
right much concerned.” 

He continued: “I told him I 
would not participate in any at- 
tempt toe persuade the judge down 
in Milwaukee one way or the 
other on it, or bring any pres- 
sure to bear on the court, in 
view of all the ugly rumors going 
around about fixing the case. 

“I had to protect the integrity 
of our office, but I did tell Sen- 
ator Lucas that counsel for the 
Shapiros had every right to pre- 
sent their case to the court.” 

Phone Call to McGrath. 

After the second visit by Lucas 
to his office, Caudle said, he tele- 
phoned McGrath at his home that 
night and told him he thought it 
would be “very unwise” for the 
Justice Department to move to 
dismiss the indictment against 
Mrs. Shapiro. He said McGrath 
agreed, 
“Slack was sent to see the judge 
to explain the health policy of 
the department in such cases, and 
to pass on to the judge that it 
was the conclusion of the Justice 
Department that Mrs. Shapiro 
was a very sick woman who might 
die if prosecuted,” Caudle said. 

A defense motion to quash the 
indictment was pending at the 
time. Caudle said the Justice De- 
partment “refused” to join in that 
motion, but Slack was instructed 
to tell the judge that if he felt 
inclined to dismiss the indictment

“They said he was in Holly- 
wood, Fla., in a hotel and I got 
Boyle on the telephone and told 
him what Slack had told me. 

“I said: ‘Bill, you better move 
fast. The judge is determined. 
We don’t have any facts on Fin- 
negan, but we know the judge is 
determined to have a grand jury 
and it will be wise to have a new 
man so Finnegan can step down.” 

The witness quoted. Boyle as 
saying he would call Secretary 
of the Treasury John W. Snyder 
of St. Louis, and have the “mat- 
ter looked into right away.” 


Others Called by Caudle. 


Caudle testified he then called 
Charles Oliphant, at that time 
chief counsel for the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, and repeated his 
conversation with Boyle, Another 
person called by Caudle was 
George J. Schoeneman, then head 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
Caudle said he tried to reach 
Snyder, but the latter was out 
of town. 

Then the witness added, refer- 
ring to Slack’s report: “This was 
really the first time I learned 
that it was not tax cases that 
Judge Moore was concerned about, 
but malfeasance in office.” 

Asked what was his reaction 
when he heard about the partial 
report by the St. Louis grand jury 
on its investigation, Caudle re- 
plied: “Well, my first concern 
was whether the report was com- 


plimentary or critical of how the 
department was conducting itself. 


on the basis of Mrs. Shapiro’s 
health, the Justice Department 
would not object. | 
After 30 days, the judge re- 
jected the motion to dismiss. Then | 
Shapiro pleaded guilty and was 
convicted. 

Prosecutor’s Accusation. 
Last Jan. 11, Assistant United

often from Washington urging 
him to drop the charges because 
she was ill, Koelzer related. He} 
said he told Caudle it would be 
impossible.

Caudle also testified that Slack 
was once sent to Nashville, Tenn., 
to get some tax indictments dis- 
missed.

The Nashville grand jury was 
preparing charges against several 
persons in tax cases the Justice 
Department thought should not 
be prosecuted, when Slack was 
sent there, Caudle related. 

One of the cases was against 
“the father-in-law of Representa- 
tive Pat Sutton.” Committee staff 
members said the father-in-law 
was W. M. Massey, now dead. 

Representative Kenneth Keat- 
ing (Rep.), New York, asked if 
Slack was ‘“‘sent down to get these 
indictments dismissed?” 

“Yes sir, I believe so,” Caudle 
replied. 

“And he did?” 

“Yes sir.” 


Indictments at Nashville, 

The Nashville grand jury re- 
turned in tax cases which the Jus- 
tice Department already had re- 
turned to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau with recommendations 
there be no prosecution, Caudle 
reported. 

“This grand jury went to town 
and indicated them anyway,” he 
said. “It even voted to subpena 
me and Turner Smith.” Smith 
was one of his assistants in the 
tax division. 

Caudle said he and Smith did 

not wait for subpenas but flew 
to Nashville and went before the 
jury. 
“I must have talked about an 
hour and a half,” he recalled, 
“I thought I made a pretty good 
impression because a couple of 
the grand jurors started clap- 
ping. ” 

He explained to the jury the 
reasons why the department was 
not seeking indictments. 

“Representative Sutton also 
went before the grand jury,” 
Caudle related, “and took out 
after two or three of the jurors, 
charging them with seeking the 
indictment of his father-in-law for 
political reasons.”

Later, Slack was sent there to 
get the indictments dismissed, 
Caudle said. 


Milwaukee Inquiry. 

At one time, Caudle said, “we 
thought we were going to have a 
runaway grand jury in Milwau- 
kee.” A “woman informer,” he 
said, got the grand jury foreman 
“all stirred up” about taxes owed 
by two prominent physicians.

Caudle answered. But he acknow- 
ledged he could not recall any 
such occurence before. 


“What was your reaction after 
reading the content of the re- 
port?” 

“IT just hoped it wouldn't get us 
in trouble,” the former No. 1 tax 
prosecutor replied. “I was con- 
cerned about the tax cases. It 
was obvious that the judge didn’t 
like the situation. 

“I believe I called Mr. Oliphant 
after reading the jury’s report 
and told him it looked like the 
situation had worsened in St. 
Louis.” 

Asked if he was not concerned 
about the situation, he replied:

Watson “Needed Help.” 

When the late United States At- 
torney Drake Watson first called 
him about the St. Louis investi- 
gation, Caudle related, Watson 
said he needed help because he 
(Watson) “wouldn’t recognize a 
good tax case if he saw it.”

RUSSIA ‘CONFIRMS’ 
OFFICIALLY DEATH 
OF ADOLF HITLER 


MOSCOW, Sept. 19. (UP) — 
Russia gave its first official “con- 
firmation” today of the death of 
Adolf Hitler. 

Volume XI of the new Soviet 
encyclopedia devoted one column 
to Hitler. it said he committed 
suicide May 1, 1945. 

“Fearing the just retribution of 
peoples, Hitler committed suicide 
May 1, 1945, as the German su- 
preme command reported,” the 
article said. 

Russia never announced the 
death of Hitler. Apparently the 
weight of evidence since 1945 has 
convinced the Soviet government 
that he actually died.

Most of the speeches were ex- 
temporaneous and were received 
with what might be called re- 
strained enthusiasm, crowds in 
this part of the country are sel- 
dom demonstrative, however, and 
were thought to be unusually 
large in view of the weather.

The Federal Government could 


To ride through an unending 
scene of tall corn, fine livestock 
and well-kept homes that bespeak 
families who love their soil and 
their way of life. 


But it saddens me, as it does 
you, to know that in many of 
our homes, where all should be 
serene, there lies a heavy bur- 
den of worry. You wonder why, 
seven short years after hard- 
won victory that promised to 
bring peace to the world, there 
is no peace. You ask: Must 
each new generation be up- 
rooted from the land and pay 
with their youth the price of 
blundering leadership? 


I say to you that this cannot go 
on. We have had enough. We 
cannot continue under this fum- 
bling Administration which — by 
its mess in Washington, its mess 
in world affairs, has proved that 
it cannot be trusted in these 
perilous times. The Democrat 
Administration has not ended 
war or the fear of war. We want 
peace. And we are determined 
to get it. 

You and I have a right to hope 
—not fear—for the future of this 
beloved country of ours. We have 
a right to steady leadership that 
inspires the confidence of people 
at home and abroad. : 

I pledge you that the forthcom- 
ing Republican Administration 
will bring to Washington out- 
standing citizens representing 
every sector of our national life. 
Thus it will give you diligent, 
dedicated leadership, and the 
calm, informed judgment the na- 
tion so desperately needs to win 
its way to peace. 

This coming Nov. fourth, the 
American people are going to 
plant a crop of hope across the 
the land. And the foremost job 
of the new Republican Adminis- 
tration will be to tend that crop 
well, to make it grow until we 
harvest a true, lasting peace.

Two weeks ago I outlined the 
economic farm policy of the Re- 
publican party. I made four 
Major points: 

First, for the security of our 
farms and the nation we must 
get our entire economy on a 
sound basis — and a sound 
economy is something the

Second, agriculture is en- 
titled to a fair, full share of 
*the national income. 

Third, agriculture must have 
reliable means of achieving 
economic stability. The Re- 
publican party does and always 
will support sound farm pro- 
grams for this purpose. Gov- 
ernment must help agriculture 
achieve stability in ways which 
minimize federal control and 
protect the farmer’s freedom 
to run his own business. But 
programs for farmers must be 
taken out of the grasping hands 
of an Administration that is 
using them as a political ma- 
chine to influence the farm- 
ers’ vote. 

Fourth, the family farm is 
the mainstay of our agricul- 
ture. Public policy must “help 
keep it that way. 

Now, recently, I have been talk- 
ing with many farmers, ranchers, 
farm leaders, and. specialists. I 
find we all agree that in the years 
ahead farmers face responsibili- 
ties and opportunities as broad as 
the horizons of this vast land. 

We all agree, for example, that 
our nation is moving swiftly into 
an entirely new balance between 
our population and our food sup- 
ply. Farmers now have the task 
of feeding 155,000,000 Americans. 
And each passing year adds an- 
other 2,000,000 hungry customers. 
Yet our farm lands, as rich and 
endless as they seem, are limited. 
The time is coming when all the 
scientific knowledge we can 
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muster will be needed to keep 
production equal to its task. 
Other ‘nations have faced this 
same problem, often without suc- 
cess. In their desperation they 
have developed controls and pres- 
sures that have threatened the 
freedom and the independence of 
people on the land. 

Some say: “It can’t happen 
here.” But it certainly can happen 
here if we get off our traditional 
freedom road—if we fail to make 
our farm programs models of 
farmer-co-operation. The truth is 
that the present Administration is 
trying to shunt us off on detours 


that I was a bit cold, I said, “Isn’t 
it fortunate that you can cut down 
one of these old oak trees and 
Ihave wood for your fireplace?” 
“Oh yes,” he says, “I put in for 
ipermission to the little man with 
the hard hat three months ago.” 
The little man with the hard hat 
is the govermental functionary 
who tells you what you can do. 
He says, “He has not yet given 
me permission to cut down the 
tree. Although I don’t get the 
wood that is in the tree, I must 
sell that to the lumber yard. I 
get only the wood that is in the 
limbs. 


I hold the ideal, as did our 
founding fathers, that government 
should not be the master, but 
the servant of the people. 

I know our farmers are de- 
termined to help maintain that 
ideal. So is the Republican 
party. It was the Republican 
party that developed a_ great 
share of the legislation which 
made county, state and federal 
governments helpful but not offi- 
cious partners in many farm pro- 
grams. 

Our co-operative system of 
agricultural research and educa- 
tion had its start under a Re- 
publican Administration. So did 
the Homestead Act. So did the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, the land-grant colleges, 
and our wonderful system of ex- 
periment stations. 

A Republican Administration 
developed the basic legislation 
that made farmer co-operatives 
possible. It was largely respons- 
ible for our farmer-run credit 
system. 

These programs always carried 
the pattern of true co-operation, 
were always designed to strength- 
en the family farm—never with 
the idea of federal control, never 
with the ulterior motive of using 
farm programs as a political tool. 
It remained for the Democrats 
to do that. 

This same principle of farmer- 
participation and _ co-operation 
must be injected “into all farm 
programs. Certainly we must 
emphasize it in our conservation 
programs. 


I’m a zealous believer in con- 
servation, both as a national 
policy and as a personal creed, 
I have seen first hand in many 
parts of the world what soil 
and fertility losses can do 
to civilizations. I have crossed 
great deserts that once were 
fertile granaries — now laid 
waste because man wasn’t in- 
telligent enough, or didn’t care 
enough, to preserve his soil. 

To build a strong, secure 
United States we must save our 
soil—and improve our soil. We 
aren’t now doing the job fast 
enough or well enough. 


In the face of the vastness of 
soil-building problems, we cannot 
tolerate the shortcomings of pres- 
ent programs. After all these 
years of talking about conserva- 
tion, ave don’t yet have a unified 
soil program, and we aren’t getting 
as much soil improvement for 
our dollars as we should. This 
situation has been so confusing 
‘and so bad at times, that after

We must get these programs 
together, and stop this costly 
bureaucratic sniping. The Soil 
Conservation Service is a com- 
petent technical agency that 
makes its know-how available to 
farmers in locally - organized, 
farmer-run soil conservation dis- 
tricts. It comes into the districts 
to help farmers only at their in- 
vitation. 

The ony! trouble with this kind

The Agricultural Conservation 
Program—the ACP—is quite a 
different matter. It reached down 
from Washington through state, 
county and community PMA com- 
mittees, té individual farmers who 
received payments for adopting 
various conservation practices. 

I firmly believe that farmers 
should receive aid from the na- 
tion in maintaining our basic re- 
sources. But as soon as it can be 
done, such aid should be used 
to promote permanent and effec-

Polio 4s grimly marching toward 
its worst year in the history of 
the nation. The expectation is 
at least 50,000 cases this, year— 
far above 1949’s record 42,366. 

Twenty-one states. have epi- 
demic rates. Localized outbreaks 
flare in towns and counties else- 


where. Eight of the 57 residents 

of Prue, Okla., have polio. 
Some schools in at least nine 

states have delayed openings. One 


or two others canceled football 
practice, 

Tragedies compounded in doz- 
ens of families. Polio struck 11 
of 14 youngsters in one family, 
all eight in another with one boy 
dying, six children in another. 

In Milwaukee, Paul Linnémans- 
tons, 16 years old, complained of 
shoulder soreness after football 
practice Saturday, was dead of 
polio Monday. His 4-year-old sis- 
ter died the next night. 

Polio is claiming more teen- 
agers and young adults, but the 
bulk of victims still are the 5-12 
age group. Los Angeles General 
Hospital reports at least 12 


healthy babies born to polio- 


stricken mothers in iron lungs. 
March of Dimes aid is flowing 
out by the millions of dollars to 
pay bills, to supply iron lungs, to 
pay for special nurses tending 
critically ill children and adults. 
These are highlights of a na- 
tional picture of polio, as gath- 
ered by an Associated Press sur- 
vey, and late reports from the

HE last reparations train has left Helsinki for Leningrad. 
Finnish railwaymen, who had handled many similar delivery 
trains to the Soviet Union—to be precise, 343,700 cars in the 


148t. eight years—had good reason to feel proud as they watched 
the trucks, loaded with machinery and tools marked “war debts,” 
pull slowly away. For once again, Finland has lived up to its repu- 
tatién of paying its debts—a reputation shared by few nations of 


the world. 

| With a sigh of relief, the na- 
tion, greeted the announcement 
that the last Finnish war debt 
delivery to Russia, in the form 
of -12 small fishing vessels, was 
made on the stipulated date, Sept. 
_ The vessels were the last of 91 
Finnish-built ships turned over 
to Russia. 

- Eight Years of Struggle. 

This ended eight years of ef- 
fort. by 4,000,000 Finns to pay 
off. the Russians, who exacted the 
reparations after Finland's un- 
successful ‘attempt to recapture 
some of the territory seized by 
the Russians a few years earlier. 

There were no formal celebra- 
tions, but in many of the fac- 
tories, specially built to fulfill the 

ogram, the workers jubilantly 

d one another. 

When the present Finnish re- 
public was founded, Russia hesi- 
tated to incur the risks of occu- 
pying a country well suited to 
guerrilla warfare. Instead, the 
Russians grasped vitally impor- 
tant. areas of Finnish territory: 
Karelia mn the south and Petsamo 
in ‘the north. 

They occupied the enclave of 
Porkkala, a gunshot from the Fin- 
nish. capital, thus cutting the main 
direet railway link with the west 
and also commanding the entrance 
into Helsinki port. Then they ex-

The-Finns were to pay reparations 


over a period of years, in raw’ 


materials and manufactured 
goods, minutely detailed in type 
and quality, with delivery dates 
stated to the precise hour. 

Soviet ‘Generosity’ Exaggerated. 

The official total value of 
these deliveries, mostly involving 
goods Finland had never before 
‘produced and for which it had to 
erect new factories, was fixed at 
300,000,000 gold dollars, at the 
1938 price level. Translated into 
present rates, the actual value of 
the reparations demanded was 
$570,000,000. 

Today, Finnish Communist 
propaganda makes much of Rus- 
sia’s “generosity,” referring to the 
extension of the delivery period 
from six to eight years and to a 
cut in 1948 of “half the debts.” 
However, since goods worth more 
than 153,000,000 gold dollars had 
been delievered by that time, the 
actual amount of the cut was 
merely $73,000,000. | 

When Moscow finally reduced 
some of the heavy fines, rigorous- 
ly imposed. for every day’s delay, 
the Communists forgot to mention 
that these fines had been fixed at 
5 per cent per month, or 60 per 
cent annual interest, which in any 
civilized country would be re- 
garded as plain usury. Nor did 
they mention that these fines had 
been exacted regardless of wheth- 
er-the delay was caused by uncon- 
trdllable factors, such as Atlantic 


: 


storms delaying raw material ship- 
ments, dock strikes in the United 
States or Communist-inspired 
strikes in the Finnish industries 
actually producing the goods. 

Finland for eight long years 
has been the workshop of the 
Soteva, the Soviet delegation for 
war reparation industries, and 
has had to sacrifice its own liv- 
ing standards to satisfy the de- 
mands of its conquerors. Thus 
Russia managed to exploit not 
only Finland, but the Western 
countries as well, since Finland 
had to be given American credits 
to buy machinery, tools and raw 
materials, 

Readjustment Problem. 

Today, Finland is faced with 
the problem of adapting its own 
needs to its overgrown manufac- 
turing industry, which depends 
heavily on outside help and on 
imports, and thus makes the fin- 
ished product too expensive to 
compete on foreign markets. To 
satisfy the Russians, Finland’s 
metal industries had to double 
their production, and thus ab- 
sorbed 50 per cent more man- 
power, to the detriment of the 
country’s more “natural” indus- 
tries, such as the timber indus- 
try. 

As a result, unemployment 
threatens thousands of workers, 
unless the metal and shipbuild- 
industries can be kept at 
their ‘present level. 

Réports from the Russian-Fin- 
nish trade negotiations, now tak- 
ing place in Moscow, are not 
encouraging. There were hopes 
that Russia would continue to buy 
the goods that it previously ob- 
tained free, at prices which would 
enable gradual amortization of 
the huge investments in these 
newly-built factories. But Russia 
insists on a 
leaving it tm 
Germany to ‘in coal and grain 
for the goods it intends to take. 

Reds Seek Economic Control. 

For Finland, such an arrange- 
ment, which is only yearly, means 
living from hand to mouth. Russia 
insists that the Finns take goods 
that could be obtained better and 
cheaper elsewhere as payment 
from the satellite countries. The 
Finnish Communists, also, indi-

Moscow wishes to draw Finland 
into its own economics sphere, in 
order to pile economic control on 
the military domination it has al- 
ready achieved by paralyzing the 
Western approaches and cutting 
the outlet to the Arctic ocean. 

By paying its debts to Russia, 
Finland has been able to achieve 
spiritual freedom, but the coming 
period of readjustment will re- 
quire diplomacy.

CAREFUL Republican diagnosis of votes in 12 key states 
indicates that the Negro vote can probably swing the election 
either for or against Eisenhower. 


The survey was made by 


experts in connection with the G.O.P. advertising plan to use about 
$2,600,000 worth of radio and TV spots during the last three weeks 
of the campaign in 49 counties of 12 key states. 


The survey is extremely signifi- 
cant. It shows that, in 12 key 
states, a change of 1 or 2 per cent 
of the vote could swing the elec- 


tion either Republican or Demo- 


cratic. 

The survey report said: 

“Every one of these states, with 
the exception of Pennsylvania

Air Base to Meet Polar Attacks

Although the huge base has not 
been completed, Air Force offi- 
cials said it is “capable of 
handling any type of plane able 
to fly here.” This would include 
the Strategic Air Command’s ten- 
engined B-36 Consolidated Vultee 
intercontinental atomic bombers 
and the Boeing B-52 jet bombers 
due to replace them. 

The field, carved out of the 
Arctic wastelands on Greenland’s 
northwest coast, is at the top of 
Baffin bay and within a few miles 
of the Danish island’s eternal 
ice-cap. It is 930 miles from the 
Beographic North Pole. It puts 
heavy bombers—and even the 
shorter-range jet and_ piston- 
engined medium bombers—within 
what the Air Force calls “easy 
striking distance of any military 
target in Eurasia.” 

The base gives the United 
States and Canada an invaluable 
defense outpost in the event of 
air attack over the polar region, 
Col. Robert W. Humphreys, 
commander of the Thule Air 
Base, told 14 American and 10 
Danish correspondents making 
the first press tour of the 90,000- 
acre development that the esti- 
mated total cost of the project 
was $263,000,000. Of this, $185,- 
000,000 has been appropriated by 
Congress, he said. 

He added that the base con- 
struction program is ahead of 
schedule and that $165,800,000 
worth of work will have been 
completed by the end of this con- 
struction year. Additional hangars, 
barracks and other buildings are 
to be erected in 1953. _ _—« 

Several correspondents _ re- 
marked that the base’s total cost 
would be less than that of a single 
modern super-carrier, such as the 
Navy’s Forrestal, which is under 
construction at Newport News, 
Va. Neither Col. Humphreys nor 
the Navy officials present chal- 
lenged the observation.

An Air Force representative 
said its “war-wearies” —some- 
times called. “weary-willies”—did 
not score high in pin-point bomb- 
ing but that their performance 
could be considered effective 
since they were used in the early 
stage of such an experiment.

To stop the enemy’s forward 
movement or to disrupt his com- 
munications, a robot could be di<- 
rected into a tunnel with a de- 
layed action bomb to blast the 
railroad tracks.

__. Father's love for the band, which he 
“had helped organize, made him think 
of the band’s interest before his own. 
Because he thought it would be bad 
publicity for the band, he did not give 
_hijs real reason for resigning. I will 
_ give it now: 
.Gilmore wanted the band perpetuated 
. and, as he had been in poor health for 
-. some time prior to 1892, he decided to 
_ retire. His plan was to retire “in a 
_ blaze of glory” by taking 100 men on 
_ the road—something that never before 
- had been done. On the completion of 
an extended tour, he proposed to give 
a tremendous concert in*’New York City 
and, on that occasion, announce his re- 
“tirement and introduce my father as his 
~“suecessor. 
_ Naturally, Gilmore would have lost 
eavily carrying 100 men on tour and 
he knew it. His untimely death altered 
these plans. 
“As you may remember, Mrs. Gilmore 
gppointed father conductor and the 
~ band voted to accept him. Everything 
was more than satisfactory until the 
*“tour, which was to start after the St. 
‘Louis engagement was discussed. As 
Mrs. Gilmore was to back the band 
-* financially for a time, father could not 
“permit her to do so at a heavy loss. 
‘Therefore, he said he would take the 
ofiginal 65-piece band on the road, but 
not include the 35 extras engaged to 
‘bring the band to 100 members. 
' This caused trouble. The extras in- 
‘fluenced Mrs. Gilmore to send out the 
100 members and there was nothing for 
father to do but resign. As predicted 
by him, the band failed. Its better men 
got out and though others tried to carry 
on, they all failed. The great band be- 
came but a memory.

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What Comes First? 
Eisenhower, and the question is whether the 
General agrees with the Senator’s definition of 
the foremost issue. 

Senator Taft says there is “one great funda- 
mental issue” before the people. Basically, he 
says, the issue is “one of liberty against social- 
ism.” 

He holds that liberty is threatened by big 
government, which now takes 25 per cent of the 
national income in taxes as against 6 per cent 
under the last Republican administration, and 
that big government must be reduced by reduc- 
ing the federal budget. The Senator says Gen. 


Eisenhower has pledged himself “unequivocally” 


to this end whereas Gov. Stevenson would in- 
evitably be “dominated” by those who believe in 
the “philosophy of government spending.” 


According to Senator Taft, the country has 


Jost one-fourth of its liberty because the Gov-, 


ernment is now spending one-fourth of the na- 
tional income. By the same strange arithmetic 
it could be argued that. the country in fact now 
enjoys more liberty than it had 20 years ago, 
for the national income even after today’s heavy 
taxes is much greater than it was in 1932. 

But this is beside the point. The real point is 
what purposes our taxes serve, what ends the 
federal budget advances, what enterprises it 
supports. 

Senator Taft entirely ignores the fact that 
the principal enterprise which the federal bud- 
get now supports, in addition to the cost of past 
wars, is the program of national defense and 
foreign aid which most Americans, Gen. Eisen- 
hower among them, have heretofore considered 
essential to the national security. When 85 per 
cent of federal expenditures are devoted to these 
purposes, as they are, it is idle and deceptive to 
talk about significantly cutting the budget with- 
out cutting the security program and all that 
this implies. 

In closing his eyes to this very core of the 
problem of federal expenditures, Senator Taft 
is expressing, as Walter Lippmann has pointed 
out, the essence of the isolationist position. The 
isolationist position has always been that the 
only real threat to our liberty and security is in- 
ternal; that we could afford to ignore external 
threats and so could afford to cut any foreign 
commitments. 

Basically, then, Taft is arguing for a cut in 
those ‘commitments without saying so. If he did 
say so, he would immediately find himself in 
conflict with what Gen. Eisenhower has always 
been understood to stand for. 

Senator Taft avoids the conflict—or covers it 
up—by pretending that he and Gen. Eisenhower 
disagree only on “lesser matters”—differences 
which they are willing to forget in order to se- 
cure an effective government to carry out their 
agreement on basic principles. 

Is the cause of securing a durable peace, then, 
a lesser matter? Is NATO a lesser matter? Ko- 
rea? Can the question of supporting our allies 
with economic and military aid be so lightly 
dismissed as relatively unimportant? Are the 
size of the Army, the size of the Air Force and 
other military questions incidental? Is the whole 
problem of conducting a worldwide coalition 
against Communist expansion to be subordinated 
to the reduction of taxes? 

If so, then the pre-convention struggle be- 
tween Senator Taft and Gen. Eisenhower was 
meaningless. That is what the struggle was all 
about—about what comes first, what is more 
important, what is the foremost issue of 1952. 

If. on the other hand, Senator Taft is wrong 
in defining the foremost issue, and if Gen. Eisen- 
hower still. takes the view which everybody 
thought he took before the convention, then the 
conflict between the General and his campaign 
spokesman is irrepressible and would inevitably 
be reflected in a conflict on basic policy in the 
event of the General’s election. 

More than ever, the people must wonder who 
has taken over whom. 
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Mr. Caudle’s Slight Error 


T. Lamar Caudle has told the Chelf subcom- 
mittee that he might have been wrong in limit- 
ing the FBI investigation of the Kansas City 
vote frauds. “Hindsight is better than foresight,” 
he says. “I did wish later we had decided on a 
full investigation.” 

Such delicacy of expression! Such graceful 
admission of error! It is only excelled by the dis- 
graceful facts of the case: 

In the 1946 Kansas City primary, President 
Truman hoped to purge Congressman Roger C. 
Slaughter and Slaughter was defeated. But 
fraudulent voting was so extensive that a grand 
jury had to-investigate. The jury, however, was 
hampered because the Justice Department nar- 
rowly restricted the area of the FBI investiga- 
tion of the vote frauds. 

It was T. Lamar Caudle who as head of the 
department’s criminal division restricted the 
FBI's inquiry. He even told Tom Clark, then 
Attorney General, that “no further investigation 
is desired.” P 

By the time the heat was on the Justice De- 
partment and the FBI was given a free hand to 
investigate the vote frauds, somebody rifled 
the Jackson county courthouse vault and stole 


8000 ballots. The vote fraud case collapsed; the ~ 


ballot theft remains unsolved. 

So now Caudle says he made a mistake. That 
is his comment on a black mark on his record 
and that of the Justice Department. Can the 
congressional investigators take his explanation 
at face value? 
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One Test for the Federal Bench 


The American Bar Association has spoken out 
boldly and sensibly on the subject of appoint- 
ments to the federal bench. Federal judges 
should be appointed “on the basis of greatest 
fitness and without consideration ‘to their relig- 
ious beliefS,’’ the association said. That is the 
course which will best serve not only the courts 
and the country but the churches also. 

It is hardly a compliment’ to a Protestant, a 
Catholic or a Jew to imply that his religion 
makes him in some way less an American. Yet 
that is what the custom of carefully dividing ap- 
pointments among the three major religious 
groups plainly implies. This custom of appoint- 
ing judges to please certain groups also gives 
sanction to its application to the political spoils 
system. At the end of the most recent Republi- 
can Administration there were 172 Republicans 


and 57 Democrats among federal judges, while 


on a receht count there were 240 Democrats 
and 59 Republicans, according to Senior Judge 
J. Earl Major, of the United States Court of 
Appeals at Chicago. 

By the time his political affiliation has been 
made the first consideration, and his church af- 
filiation the second, it might be regarded as 
something of a coincidence if in the third con- 
sideration, fitness, the eventual appointee were 
the best choice for the bench. Judge Major spoke ' 
with some bitterness, but perhaps close enough

Later on, 
as quoted by the Post, Mr. Smith makes it plain- 
er that according to his understanding of it Sen- 
ator Nixon was being paid by a small group to 
represent its point of view in the United States 
Senate. 

“Warren has too much the social point of view 
for the people behind Dick,” Mr. Smith is quoted 
as saying.

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Home Rule on Segregation 


We said the other day that the central prob- 
lem of Missouri’s public schools was financial, 
and we praised former State Senator M. C. Mat- 
thes’ Citizens’ Commission for the Study of Edu- 
cation for its proposed solution of this difficulty. 

On a. different plane, but equally serious is the 
problem of racial segregation in the schools. 
And the commission now offers a solution for 
this: Let each of Missouri’s 4500 school districts 
decide by ‘a vote of its residents whether it wants 
to end this discrimination. In other words, home 
rule for Missouri’s schools. 

The 1945 state constitution paved the way for 
such a solution. Its authors dropped the old pro- 
vision for mandatory segregation. Many Mis- 
sourians will agree that it is about time that the 
Legislature should give the people an opportu- 
nity to take advantage of this repudiation. 

Granted, the issue still raises much controver- 
sy in Missouri. It was impossible as recently. as 
1949, we regall, even to get a bill through the 
Legislature’ admitting Negro students to the 
University of Missouri. Granted also that senti- 
ment on segregation varies in different parts of 
the state. Is that not all the more reason for 
the local option solution? 

In making the decision, financial considera- 
tions might play a big part, Some communities 
might learn that segregation adds consid- 
erably to the cost of maintaining a school sys- 
tem. Others might prefer to consider the issue 
on purely democratic grounds. But surely, the 
constitutional provision gives Missourihns the 
right to make the decision. 
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Note on the World’s Strangeness 
As has been remarked on a few previous oc- 
casions, ours is a strange world. For example: 
The Department of Agriculture has induced 
some heavy worrying with its report that live- 
stock and crops production in 1952 is reaching 
a volume surpassed only by the all-time record 
year of 1948. In spite of early-season drought, 
livestock products such as milk, meat and wool 
are sure to set a new. record. All of which has 
some people fretting about overproduction, de- 
clining prices, and what to do, what to do. 
Speaking about India in the meantime, the 
British scientist, A, V. Hill, announces that sci- 
ence has now achieved the means of wiping out 
malaria and tuberculosis in that country. This 
will mean saving 1,500,000 lives a year. But the 
rate of survival in India has doubled in the last 
30 years; the population already is increasing at 
the rate of 5,000,000 a year, and the authorities 
are having a hard time in theie effort to restore 
only the wretched prewar living standard, 
Should we stop growing the crops we cannot 
eat?, Should India withhold saving medicines 
from people it cannot feed? The answers, we 
are told, are not as simple as the questions. We

SAN FRANCISCO. Sept.

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Sept. 19 (AP), 
Following is the text of Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson’s address at 
Bushnell Auditorium last night: 


T IS a great pleasure for me 
io come to Connecticut. I first 
‘came, here to school not far 
from Hartford many years ago 
as a small and shy Midwestern 
boy. I have always gratefully re- 
called the warmth with which 
your citizen, took me in, and also 
the patience with which my 
teachers tried to educate me, 
here in the lovely Connecticut 
valley. 

More recently, since I became 
active in public affairs,-I have 
found some new satisfactions in 
this commonwealth. Few states 
have matched Connecticut in the 
brilliance of the political leader- 
ship it has contributed to the na- 
tion of late. The tragic passing 
of your late Senator Brien Mc- 
Mahon deprived the country of 
one of our most useful and ac- 
complished public servants. Your 
former Governor, Chester Bowles, 
now serving our people—and the 
free world—so wisely and imag- 
inatively in India, was my school- 
mate here in Connecticut long 
ago, and my admiration has not 
diminished with the years. 

Plug for Two Candidates. 


* The voters of Connecticut have 
an opportunity this year to con- 
tinue this kind of high-minded, 
high-principled, creative political 
leadership. I hope that you will 
avail yourselves of this oppor- 
tunity by sending two splendid 
Democrats to the Senate this No- 
vember—Bill Benton and Abe 
Ribicoff. I expect to be there in 
Washington and I have no illu- 
sions about what awaits me there. 
I'll need them—both of them—and 
so will the people of Connecticut. 

Bill Benton, who, I am proud to 
say, has been my friend of many 
years, has been one of our great 
fighters for freedom. He has 
fought hard for democracy abroad 
and at home. I know what he did 
as Assistant Secretary of State to 
create and build up our means of 
communicating America to the 
captive millions abroad and to 
sow the seeds of reason and un- 
derstanding throughout the world. 
I know because I worked in re- 
lated fields here and abroad at 
the same time. He knows where 
the front lines in the fight against 
Communism are; and he has la- 
bored day and night to support 
and strengthen the brave men and 
women manning those front lines. 

Fought Hard at Home. 

And he has fought just as hard 

for democracy here at home. He

: that party regularity is more 
important than political ethics. 
Victory can be bought too dear- 


ly. 

But this exhibition of Republi- 
can ‘expediency is not what I 
_wanted to talk to you about. I 
wanted to talk here tonight about 
‘something which transcends poli- 
_ties—atomic energy, which is the 
new dimension in all our think- 
ing—and also about the relation 
of power to peace. 

I was moved to select this topic 
because atomic energy is a major 
component of our power and be- 
cause our decisions and actions in 
atomic energy matters, as they 
relate to preparedness for both 
war and peace, will long bear the 
imprint of our wise and lamented 
friend, Brien McMahon of ‘Con- 
necticut. 

Brien McMahon was among the 
first to see the great potentiali- 
ties for good and evil which were 
opened up by this advance of the 
frontiers of knowledge. He 
sought to educate himself in, and 
to give independent thought to, 
the problems it presented. He 
sought to reconcile the needs for 
security with the needs for in- 
formation — both to encourage 
further scientific advances and 
an intelligent public opinion. He 
saw the need for civilian control. 
He fought to keep the sights of 
the development program high. 

New Fields of Research. 

We have already, for example, 
opened up new fields of medical 
research, Brien McMahon died 
of cancer. With luck and the 
help of atomic research, our chil- 
dren may be safe from this grim 
disease. 

We have already produced, 
with an atomic reactor, the steam 
to generate electric power. We 
are building now—and in a Con- 
necticut shipyard — an atomic- 
powered submarine. We can be- 
gin to dream of electric stations, 
ships, airplanes and machinery to 
be powered by the atom. Men are 
at work today with atomic tools 
trying to find out how plants 
convert energy from the sun into 
food. It is not too fantastic to 
think that we may, in time, un- 
lock new doors to boundless en- 
ergy for our homes and indus- 
tries. 

This is a field in which gov- 
ernment and industry can work in 
ever more fruitful partnership. 
The people of this country have 
invested more than six billion 
dollars in atomic development. 
This work must be for the good 
of all, and not just for the profits 
‘of some. But more can be done 
‘to work out new relationships in 
‘this field between government 
‘and business—relationships which 


has been a leader in the struggle | Will safeguard the public interest 


for equal rights and opportunities 
for all our citizens. No Senator 
has surpassed him in the boldness 
of his defense of the simple de- 
cencies in our public life, nor in 
the struggle for freedom from 
coarse, unprincipled calumny. Be- 
side me is a man who would rath- 
er be right than be Senator—who 
is going back to the Senate be- 
cause he is right—Bill Benton. 
You have to live with your con- 
science in this life. It must be 
pretty uncomfortable for a lot of 


people who shrink from the tests | 


of public life. But I don’t think 
Bili Benton has been losing any 
sleep. , 

]1 give you another example of 
independence and courage. Some 
months ago your Congressman 
Ribicoff dumbfounded the House 
of Representatives in Washington 
by voting against a pork-barrel 
project for his own district. Abe 
Ribicoff told his constituents the 
truth—that this project was not 
needed badly enough to justify 
the cost. His congressiona! col- 
leagues, I am informed, began to 
speak of him in the past tense. 
“Too bad about Abe,” they said. 
“He was so young and promising. 
He should not have committed 
political suicide.” But he still 
seems to be among us today—a 
candidate for the Senate, quali- 
fied by probity in domestic policy 
and wise judgment in foreign 
policy. 

It would be pleasant in any 
case to appear here with these 
men. It is the pleasanter now be- 
cause, unlike another seeker after 
high office, I do not have to swal- 
low any principles when I ex- 
press my respect for them. Bill 
Benton and Abe Ribicoff are, of 
course, good Democrats, but more 
than that they are good Ameri- 
cans. 

I don’t have to get out a po- 
litical slide rule and calculate 
whether supporting Bill Benton 
or disowning him would be 
least disastrous for the national 
ticket. I don’t have to go to the 
dictionary and search for a 
word that said I’m both for him 
and against him. Nor do I 
have to ask you to put on a gas 
mask and go into the polling 
booth to vote for him because 
someone has told me our party 
needs control of the Senate. 
What kind of control do you get 
anyway from men who oppose 
everything you stand for? 

In recent weeks my distin- 
guished opponent has adopted 
the singular theory that a can- 
date for President should sup- 
port all state and local candi- 
dates on his party ticket—good, 
bad, indifferent—and regard- 
less of their views and records. 

I believe this is a new theory, 
even in the Republican party. 
It was not too long ago when 
Gov. Dewey, as party leader, 
honorably refused to support a 
Republican Congressman who 
had distinguished himself by 
incessant and noisy opposition 
to vital national policies. But 
the General’s theory is not only 
novel, it is dangerous. If the 
voters of this nation every stop 
looking at the record and the 
character of candidates, and 
look only at their party label, 
it will be a sorry day for healthy 
democracy. 


oe yet allow full room for pri- 


vate initiative. 
Excitement of the Future. 

This is the excitement of the 
future which awaits us. The age 
of atomic abundance is still far 
off. And we will never be able 
to release the power of the atom 
to build unless we are able to 
restrain its power to destroy. 
This is the merciless question of 
the present—the question of what 


‘we should do with atomic power 
in a divided world. 

Here again we face a bitter de- 
cision. We shrink from the use 
of such weapons—weapons which 
destroy the guilty and innocent 
alike, like a terrible sword from 
heaven. But can we renounce 
the power which science has 
given us when renunciation 
might expose our people to de- 
struction? 

We can not; and in the decision 
to move ahead Brien McMahon 
again played a leading role. He 
demanded that we constantly step 
up our reserves of atomic 
weapons. He worked always to 
keep the sights of the atomic 
energy program high and its poli- 
cies bold—and the United States 
has made a notable contribution 
to the security of the free world 
by its rapid development of 
atomic power. 

Winston Churchill said that 
western Europe would probably 
have been overrun by now if we 
had not had atomic weapons. Yet 
there has always seemed to me 
a danger in making the atomic 
bomb the center of our defense 


strategy. The bomb is but one 
part of a genera) system of de- 
fense. It cannot be a substitute 
for such a general system. It 
cannot be our only answer to ag- 
gression. Until it is subjected to 
safe international control, we 
have no choice but to insure our 
atomic superiority. 

But there can be no solution 
in an arms race. At the end of 
this road lies bankruptcy or 
world catastrophe. Already the 
earth is haunted by premoni- 
tions in this shadowed atomic 
, age. Mankind must deserve 
some better destiny than this. 
Because our Government knew 

the futility of the arms race, it 
made its great decision to seek 
an international system for the 
control of atomic power. We went 
to the United Nations and offered 
to share with other nations the 
good in atomic energy. In return, 
we asked that other nations join 
with us to curb its power for 


evil. 

I think this decision was right 
—profoundly right. Few things 
we have done since 1945 have so 
clearly demonstrated our national 
determination to achieve peace 
and to strengthen international 
order. By this offer all nations 
were asked to diminish their own 
sovereignty in the interests. of 
world security—just as each of 
us gives up some degree of per- 
sonal independence when com- 
munitions established laws and 
set up police forces to see that 
they are carried out. 


Unfortunately, as we all 
know, the Soviet Union has 
thus far refused to join in ‘a 
workable system. The reason 
is obvious. To be effective, such 
a system would require effec- 
tive United Nations inspection; 
and the Kremlin fears to open 
up the windows and doors of 
its giant prison. It fears to have 
the rest of the world learn the 
truth about the Soviet Union. 
It fears even more to have the 
Russian peoples learn the truth 
about the rest of the world. 


And so the negotiations have 
long been deadlocked. And, in 


have rebelled against the whole 


of us have even felt that our pos- 
session of the bomb makes ne- 
gotiation unnecessary; and, if our 
allies are alarmed by our uncom- 
promising attitude, so much the 
worse for them. When we have 
the bomb as our ally, some of us 
may say, we need no other. 

Such ideas are folly. If we 

started throwing our atomic 
weight around the world, no stock- 
pile of bombs could remotely 
make up for all the friends we 
would lose. And the irony is that 
it is our allies which makes our 
atomic strength effective. We built 
the bomb with the help and co- 
operation of foreign scientists. 
Our atomic production program 
today depends on foreign supplies 
of uranium. Our air power would 
be gravely crippled without for- 
eign bases. Even in terms of the 
bomb itself, going-it-alone would 
simply: be a shortcut to national 
disaster. 

A year ago some Republican 
leaders contended that the best 
way to stop the war in Korea 
would be to extend it to the 
mainland of China. In the same 
vein, Republican leaders today 
seem to be arguing that the best 
way to deal with Soviet power 
in Europe is to itistigate civil 
war in the satellite countries. 
These are dangerous, reckless, 
foolish counsels and likely to 
lead to the sacrifice of the lives 
of the very people whom we 
hope to liberate. And I am glad 


idea of negotiation itself. Some 


lican policy which proposes to 
reduce our contributions to free 
world strength, on the one hand, 
while it steps up its verbal 
threats against the enemy, on 
the other. Theorode Roosevelt 
used to say: “Speak softly and 
carry a big stick.” But these 
modern Republicans seem to 
prefer to throw away the stick 
and scream imprecations. 


The Democratic party will 
never desist in the search for 
peace. We must never close our 
minds or freeze our positions. We 
must strive constantly to break 
the deadlock in our atomic dis- 
cussions. But we can never yield 
on the objective of securing a 
foolproot system of international 
inspection and control. And we 
will never confuse negotiation 
with appeasement. 


In the long run, the strength. 
of the free nations resides as 
much in this willingness to re- 
duce their military power and 
subject it to international control 
as in the size of their military 
establishments. This desire and 
willingness of the free nations to 
give up their preponderant power 
ana to abandon .force as an in- 
strument of national policy in 
the interests of peace is not only 
unprecedented —it provides the 
moral justification for the amass- 
ing of great power. And we must 
never delude ourselves into think- 
ing that physical power is a sub- 
stitute for moral power which is 
the true sign of national great- 
ness. 

I hold out no foolish hopes. 
We all know the character of 
the men in the Kremlin—their 
fanaticism, their ruthlessness, 
their limitless ambitions. But 
we know too that their realism 
has restrained them thus far 
from provoking a general war 
which they would surely lose.

tions assumed when they signed 
the United Nations charter. We 
may hope that the steady 
strengthening of the free world 
will increase their sense of the 
futility of aggression; that the 
intensification of peaceful pres- 
sures against the Soviet Empire 
will sharpen the internal con- 
tradictions within that empire; 
that. in time, free peoples may 
lift their heads again in east- 
ern pe, and new policies 
and leadership emerge within 
the Soviet Union itself. 


No one can be certain about the 
meaning of peace, But we all can 
be certain about the meaning of 
war. The future is still open— 


open for disaster, if we seek peace 
cheaply or meanly, but open for 
real peace, if we seek it bravely 
and nobly. 


In any case, let us not cower 
with fear before this new instru- 
ment of power. Nature is neu- 
tral. Man has wrested from na- 
ture the power to make the world 
a desert or to make the deserts 
bloom. There is no evil in the 
atom; only in men’s souls. We 
have dealt with evil men before, 
and so have our fathers before 
us, from the beginning of time. 
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The way to deal with evil men 
has never varied; stand up for 
the right, and, if needs must be, 
fight for the right. 

To my Republican listeners 
I would say: The atomic ad- 
venture transcends partisan is- 
sues. Win or lose, we Demo- 
crats will work with you to fol- 
low this adventure to the end 
of peace and plenty for man- 
kind. 

To my fellow Democrats I 
would close by repeating what 
Brien McMahon said in his last 
public appearance. He said the 
“way to worry about November 
is to worry about what is right. 
If we do not stand for the right, 
10,0006 campaign speeches will 
never help us. If we do stand 
for the right, we will again be 
asked to lead our country.”

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You Can't Blame Joan 
HE tragic mask which Joan Crawford wears for a face in 
Toe: screen roles, and which has contriituted to her lack 


of fluency and pliability in more serious roles, comes in , 


very handy indeed in “SUDDEN FEAR!” at the AMBAS- 
“igs SADOR THEATER. 

She is called on to intensify her usual 
distraught expression into one of horror for 
two-thirds of the film. She plays a wealthy 
San Francisco lady playwright who has dis- 
cov red, via a dictaphone key left open in 
her study, that her husband, a smooth, glib 
actor, and his ex-mistress are planning to 

murder her. And as Jack Pa’ nce, who resembles a towering 
death’s-head in his grimmer moments, is the husband, and 
looks completely capable of any deed of cold and calculated 
violence, one can hardly blame the lady for being bit per- 
turbed. Palan~e’s baleful countenance is the most frightening 
to appear on the screen since Boris Karloff faded out; and ex- 
prizefighter Palance ‘: more effective because of the hard 
realistic effect he gets by under-playing, the suggestion of 
controlled atavistic cruelty. . 


“Sudden Fear!” is a darned good melodrame all around, 
well cast and well acted, with a terse, muscular screenplay, 
and high-voltage suspense. This doesn’t have the subleties of 
a similar depiction of fear, Hitchoc!’s “Suspicion.” It’s much 
more stark, depends on the impact of fright for its punch. 


The action of a cultured woman in scheming to repay the, 


murderous plotters in kind, instead of picking up the nearest 
telephone and calling the police and a good divorce lawyer, is, 
of course, ridiculous, and not at all made logical by the fact 
she has dropped and broken the dictaphone record which is 
her evidence of the plot. But for the sake of absorbing story 
value we can overlook a crack or two in the structure. 

The whole production, under the direction of David Miller, 
is slick, tense and replete with miood. Charles Lang Jr.’s 
photography is excellent. Iz the supporting cast, Gloria 

_ Grahame is quite convincing as a scheming little bahe. Alto- 
gether, stage and screen melodram‘tic literature is full of 
wives who think or know their husbands are planning to do 
‘away with them, but this one of the better examples. . 


One's Worse Than the Other 
In “STOLEN FACE,” at the ST. LOUIS, Paul Henreid 
plays a plastic surgeon who remodels the scarred face of an 
habitual woman criminal into a replica of that of a supposedly 
lost lady love, a concert pianist, and then marries the pa- 
tient.

come out for Gov. Stevenson. I 
felt I had made my feeling quite 
clear. But I am going to repeat 
for the benefit of my readers that, 
like the young man in the Medi- 
cal Center, I grow more enthusi- 
astic about the Governor day by 
day. Even Gen. Eisenhower and 
Senator Nixon and Senator Mc- 
Carthy, all of whom have swept 
over the amount of humor that 
Stevenson has been able to put 
in his speeches and who have re- 
marked that such things as the 
Korean fighting, taxes and infla- 
tion had nothing humorous about 
them—even these men's tears 
haven’t dampened my ardor. - 

I remember reading that Abra- 
ham Lincoln used his great gift 
of wit and story-telling to point 
the moral of many a sad tale. 
When his opponents can only take 
a man to task for being funny and 
giving the people of this trou- 
bled world a chance to laugh now 
and then, they must be having an 
awful time thinking up real things 
to talk about. Stevenson has nev- 
er to my knowledge joked about 
our losses in Korea, but plenty of 
people can think up jokes about 
inflation and taxes. 
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AT 8:30 WEDNESDAY MORN- 
ING two men came to take me to 
the Bronx Vocational High School. 
This high school is not in one of 
the best neighborhoods in New 
York City and some of the stu- 
dents know what it means to have 
a hard time in life. They have 
gone hungry many times and have 
had to work hard to achieve what- 
ever they wanted in life. 


I was there to try to tell them 
something about the United Na- 
tions and to learn their interest 
in what was going on in countries 
far away from us. Firgt I thought 
it might be difficult, because 
when you have many problems 
near at home you cannot see a 
connection between problems of 
faraway lands and your own and 
you find it hard to understand 
why they touch you in any way. 

As I told the students, how- 
ever, of conditions in India and 
some other Asiatic countries I 
could tell that they were not only 
interested but they eould feel what 
these people are going throygh. I 
have talked to many audieaces in 
which my listeners have been 
older and therefore should have 
had broader experiences, and yet 
I have not felt that their compre- 
hension was as keen as that of 
these teen-agers living in an area 
of New York City where condi- 
tions are not always of the best.

So says Florence Carhart, head 
dietician at the New York Insti- 
tute of Dietetics, where they turn 
out hundreds of expert chefs and 
dieticians every term. 

The amount of good, expensive 
food burned up in America every 
day would feed a large-sized 
army, says Miss Carhart, who al-. 
lows as how the greatest and most 
common mistake of the Americar 
housewife is overcooking the fam- 
ily meals. Says she: 

“You can lose as much as four 
pounds on a 12-pound roast, if you 
cook it at high temperature. At 
the present price of meat, that’s 
like burning up $4.” 
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MISS CARHART’S opinion. is 
upheld by eminent authorities in 
the nutrition field, such as Dr. 
Stefan Ansbacher, medical direc- 
tor of the Rybutol Laboratories, 
Vitamin Corp. of America. In a 
recent study on the loss of vita- 
mins in méat during home prepa- 
ration and storage, he concluded: 

“Losses in nutritive value can 
be and are serious under some 
conditions. Thiamine and panto- 
thenic acid are both soluble in 
water and destroyscd by heat. 
These losses are greater at higher 
temperatures and increase with 
the length of time of heating or 
storage.’’’ 

Thus the housewife who cooks 
her vegetables a long time in a 
lot of water, and shrivels her 
roast in a blast-furnace oven not 
only is burning up the grocery 
budget but also may be starving 
her family. oa

To cut the family grocery bill, 
Miss Carhart advises cooking just 
enough for each meal, if possible, 
to avoid leftovers, which always 
lose both nutritive value and 
flavor at the second serving. 

She feels that television is go- 
ing to improve the cooking habits 
of the nation, as housewives learn 
new ways of flavoring, garnishing 
and serving foods to make them 
more attractive and palatable. 
Says she: 

“I’ve been preaching’ these 
things for years, but it’s going to 
take TV to get American women 
to stop murdering their vegetables 
and making burnt offerings of 
their meats.” —

Wrong Answers

I: your child having trouble with his arithmetic? Does he 


always get his answers wrong? Are you, he, and the teacher 
all discouraged with his arithmetic papers, and does the 
teacher complain about his careless mistakes? 

If all of these things are true, he will probably need more 
help than we can give you, sight unseen, in this column. 

But one thing we can suggest, until such a time as you 
can get more thorough and more adequate help, is that you 
take the trouble to check up on his arithmetic process. 

Many a child is not as careless and sloppy in arithmetic 
as you and his teacher may think, Often the trouble may lie 
in the fact that he is either using an entirely wrong process, 
or is using one so complicated that he gets tangled up and 
lost along the way.

MANY OF US tend to assume that children use the same 
arithmetic processes that we do. A little investigation along 
these lines is often™extremely enlightening. And often can 
help you get the child onto the right track with very little 
trouble. 

An example of a correct though slightly complex process, 
which could allow for error along the way, is the following: 

A 7-year-old boy was asked by his mother to tell us how 
many years he had to live before he would be 21. (This is a 
hard question for a 17-year-old, but this boy’s mother knew 
from past experience that he was quite capable of anawering 
such a question.) 

After a little intense, but not painful though the boy re- 
plied, “Fourteen.” 

“How did you get that?” we asked. 

“Easy,” he answered. “Ten and 10 are 20. Seven and 3 are

ERHAPS the most unpleasant 
P: thing that can happen to a 

bridge player ix to get caught 
in a progressive type of squeeze 
—as West was in this deal: 

West dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 
West North 
1N.T. Pass 
3N.T. 4% 4a 59 
Double Pass Pass Pass 

West had the same idea, and 
although he sensed that he 
couldn’t expect much defensive 
help from his partner, laid down 
the diamond king with an air of 
confidence. This confidence faded 
somewhat when the dummy ap- 
peared, and in deference to East’s 
play of the lowest outstanding 
diamond, West made an imme- 
diate shift to the trump king.. 

Winning this shift with the 
trump ace, declarer led another 
trump from the board and West 
was back on lead. Again he 
exited safely, with his low trump. 

Declarer had already lost two 
tricks, and prospects were not 
bright, especially since there 4vas 
reason to suspect that the spade 
king lay over South’s tenace. 
South could have played for a 
club split which would permit a 
spade discard, but this would 
mean the concession of defeat, 
and South was not prepared to 
give up. Instead, he hopefully 
assumed that West had all the 
important cards that were out, 
and based his campaign on that 
assumption. 

South cashed three more 
trumps, keeping careful tabs on 
West’s discards and himself dis- 
carding from dummy two dia- 
monds and one spade. So far, 
West was in no great trouble— 
he gave up two diamonds and a 
spade. But then South laid ddwn 
the last trump—and West was in 
dire straits. If he gave up the 
spade 10, South would cash the 
ace and queen, continuing the 
squeeze on West. If the latter | 
relinquished a club, dummy’s 
four clubs would be good; and 
finally, if West abandoned his 
high diamond, the queen Avould 
be set up on the act as 
a further squetze card when 
South cashed ‘the club ace and 
led to the king.

OVA SCOTIA is proud to have 
N: flag of its own. The prov- 

ince- was the first British col- 
ony ever te be granted the right 
to a flag. This came about be- 
cause men of Scottish blood were 
kings of Great Britain. 

King James I was ruler of Scot- 


land before he was named to the 


British throne. Four years before 
his death, he granted a charter to 
Nova Scotia (or New Scotland) 
and he hoped that an important 
Scottish colony would grow Up | 
there.

NOVA SCOTIA did become im- 
portant, but only a minor portion 
of its early settlers were Scottish. 
The settlers included Frenchmen, 
Englishmen and Germans, as well 
as Scotsmen. 

Charles I, the son of King 
James, granted a coat of arnts to 
Nova Scotia. This contained pic- 
tures of a unicorn and an Indian, 
as well as the thistle emblem of 
Scotland. 

The lower central part of the 
coat of arms is a shield with a 
blue cross; the figure of a red 
lion covers the middle ef the 
cross. This was the base for the 
flag of Nova Scotia. | 

Wild flowers blossom in great 
numbers in* many sections of 
Nova Scotia. Violets, white roses 
and flowering trees offer pretty‘ 
sights, but the trailing arbutus 
seems to be the favorite flower. 
Often called the Mayflower, the 
trailing arbutus is an emblem of 
this province, and also is the state 
flower of Massachusetts. 

* * 
NOVA SCOTIA passed the half 
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in the present century. Now it is 
on its way tq the 700,000 mark. 

An important event in history 
was the voyage of the “Royal Wil- 
liam” across the Atlantic 419 
years. ago. Leaving the coast of 
Nova. Scotia on an August day, 
this vessel was propelled to fhe 
British Isles largely by steanif: 

An American vessel, the “Sa- 
vannah,” had crossed the Atlantic 
14 years before, but it used steam 
‘power for only 80 hours of the 
long voyage. During almost nine- 
tenths of the time it was on the 
sea it was pushed forward by the 
wind. For this reason, some. per- 
sons consider that the Canadian- 
“Royal William” should be 
honored as the first vessel to 
make a steam crossing of the At- 
lantie.
